Ta-day the long-expected visitors arrived. For
wonlhs pagt our wilitary circles have been agi-
tated over the news that the famous 7th Regi-
ment of Now York was to visit our city. When
the firet intimation wis made all hands were
anxious to provide an escort, and each regi-
ment vied with the other to add eclat to the
occasion. Lieutenent-Colonel Harmanus Neff,
of the 24 Regiment, Natlonal Guard, at once
tendered the use of his armory to the visitors,
and offered to doall in his power for them.
But the 7th bad other friends, through whose
exertions a resolution was passed throangh both
branches of Counclls, exteading to them the
hospitalities of the city.

Mayor Fox, however, with wisdom that is
pow commendable, although misunderstood at
the time, promptly veload the same, and in his
veto messace suwgested that the matter be taken
in hand by some o1 our noted cltizens. A meat-

ing was then called, and such men as Jay
Cooke, A. H. Drexel, Joseph F. Toblas,
and others taking parl; soon made assu-

rance doubly sure that the regiment of New
York city wonld be offered euch a reception as
would bring no discredit upon the City of Bro-
therly Love. Several adjourned meetings were
beld, at which the monetary matters were all
arranged. Meantime Major-General Charles M,
Prevost, of the First Division of Pennsylvanii
Volunteer Militla, was not 1dle. Colonel Clark,
of the T5th, had visited this city, and the
two veterans heing thus thrown together sopon
fixed up the matter of escort. General Prevost
picked from the divieion two of its best regi-

ments, the 1st and 4th, and ordered them to act |

in the capacity named. Both of them were much
pleased with the honor conferred, and have for
1wo weeks past been making active preparations
for the event. And now a word for the 7th,
Conslderable has Leen eaid pro and con, and
some direatisfaction has existed, principally all
owling to disappointment.

Certain oflicers who desired to display their
commands on the oceasion were somewlhat
meiffed at not having been chosen, and of course
communicated thelr displeasure (o thelr subor-
dinates, but now happily all this has heen sel-
tled. The Tth, as is well known, is composed
of some of the first men of New York, mer-
chants, lawvers, men of wealth and, we might
add, men of renown, tor during the ‘late on-
pleasantness™ as Nusby would say, the 7th fuar-
pished many valuable and eflicient officera.

1t is true, there are some bulls amongst them,
but yet they are not to be set down as o set of
bullies, nor nee¢d any trouble be anticipated
from the growling of the bLears, but, on the
contrary, we can assure our lady readers, and
especially those at Cape May, that the bruins
are all dancers, The regulations of the 7th con-
form with those of the regular army: all is
dlscipline, and the lawyer, merchant, broker,
ete., when on a turnout with his pet regiment,
18 just as subservient as any member of Unecle
fam's frontier guard; and it is just from such a
course that the Tth has gained its renown. The

The arrapgements for the reception have all
veen compleled, and just here we desire to saya
word or two for ghat indefatigable worker,
Major Joseph F. Toblas. No man has done
more to advance the interests of the Pennsyl-
vania militia than he, and ever since this mat-
ter has been broached Major Tobins has been
working like a beaver. The expenses that will
oe jncurred have been provided for, and through
bhis energy and taet, the many little de-
talls have all been satisfactorily arranged,
and we hope that in the success of the
fair he will bhave at least some grati-
fication for the time and means devoted by
bim to this object. On their arrival In Camden
the 7th were tenderod a salute by Batlery B
of the New Jersey National Guard. They at
once took the boat, and landing st Walnut street
wharf were taken in charge by a delezatlon
oi citizens and marched up Walnut to Third,
up Third to Chesnut, and up Chesnut to the
Continenial.

WATER AT WORK.

Bedford Street Subjeoted to n Bath—The Mis
sion Paving the Way for (Zodliaess by (lenn-
liness—The KFree HBaths Opened nud ln Fall
Bilast,

Cleanliness hos been reckoned noxt to godli-
ness, but the Rev. John ). Long, the indefati-
gahle misslonary of the Bedford SBtreet Mission,
regards the Lwo terms as Synonymous, espe-
c¢ially when he has to deal with the scum and
offscouring of the district in which his labors
are cairied on. BSo for six weeks past he has
heen epergetically at work in the efforl to esta-
blish applinnces for cleaning the bodies of Lhe
riff-rafl, at the same time that an effort is made
to eleanse their hearts,

Free baths on an extensive scale presented
thie only possible chance of accomplishing this
desirable object. Councils were appealed to for
help, and were considerate énongh to appro-
priate 600 for the purpose, to be expended
under the direction of the Police Committes,
which has general chinrge of the erection oi the
public baths,

Yesterday the bathing appliances were com-
pleted and turned over by Lthe committeg to the

| mission, the Water Department making a free

gify of the aqueoung fluid required. The baths
are located in the building No. 617 Alaska
street, adjoining the Mission House. There are
two large tanks, one about sixtecn and the other
about twelve leet square, and each hns depth
enough for four feet of water, but it is the ln-
tention to allow on'y two feet to accumulate to
avold the risk of drowning any of the smaller
human fry who are going through the scouring
PrOcess,

At3o’clock yesterday aflernoon an eager erowd
of Bedford street denizens gathered in the
neighborhood of the Mission House to inauga-
rate the bathing season., It was made up of
all sorts and sizes, the unclean predominating
very properly, but the comparatively cleauly
not belng altogether absent, Women and girls
were given preference, for Bedford street is
not oblivious to the amenities and courtesles of
the civilized world, dnd on the first day of the
season they alone were permitted to dive lanto
the depths of the tanke. The distinction of
sex, however, was the only oue made, and
whites and blacks were alike permitted
to rmmb off some of the accumulation of
loam upon their persons. Between 3 o'clock in
the afternoon and 9 in the evening, 125 persons
ware accommodated, 'a very fair beginning,
The two tanks are of suflicient capacity to bathe
at least 500 different persons in a single day, or
3000 per week. The bours during which the
baths are open are from 9 o'clock in the morn-
ing to 12 noon, from 2 to 6 ju the afternpon, and
from 8 to 9 in the evening, and females are ad-
mitted on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays,
the alternate days being reserved for males, As
yet the Mission 18 in possession of but a limited
stock of such bathing dresses as are almost ab-
solutely necessary for the use of the women and
girls at least, and donations of materials or old
bathing dresses will be thankfully reccived at
the Mission House.

The free uge of these baths will be o blessed
thing for the whole Bedford strect district, and
will tend more than anvthing else towards stay-
ing the ravages of the relapsing fever and ulti-
mately eradicating all traces of It, 'The epi-
demic is falrly in hand now, the number of
cases under treatment at the Muanicipal Hospital
being reported yesterday at 108, a decrease of
four within two days. During yesterday there
were but four new cases unearthed. The
general condition of the neighborhood has beea
radically improved since the task was cown-
menced, but much still remains to be done, and
among other things another universal white-
watehing process will be required before the
summer is over. Several declded improvements
are now In progress. A sewer i8 being con-
structed on Alaska or Bedford street, from Sixth
to Seventh, an is almost completed.
The cobble-stones on Seventh street
from Lombard to South have also Leen taken
up apd are he!nf relaid, a ceremony that was
much needed, It is desirable that this work
shall be finished as soon as possible, as the street
in its present condition affords opportunities
for stagnant water Lo accumulate; bul the
laborers are hard at work to-day and will soon
perfect their job, Another noticeable improve-
ment has been the erection of several public
fountains for. the refreshment of man and
beast In the locality. One of these Is
at the cormer of Bixth and South, another at
Seveuth and Lombard, another at Seventh aud
Alaska, another at Seventh and Fitzwater, an-
other on Iurst street, and still apother at the
corner of Baker and Spafford streets. These
fountains were construeted by the Philadelphia
Fountain Society, of which Dr. Wilsom C.
Swann is President, and are duly ;up;;rcci:'nusd by
the parched creatures who are making constant
use of them, however they may be [rowned
upon by those who prefer to have the thirsy
drink their ardent liquids.

ALLEGED INFRINGEMENT OF A PATENT-
Rigur.——Mr. H. Mansfield, the agent of the
manufacturer of the Sicilian Hair Renewer, ar-
rived in this city a few weeks ago and preferred
a charge of Infringement of the patent-right for
the same against the firm of R. P. Hall & Co.,
of this ecity. The particulars of the case as
represented by him are as follows:—Some five
vears since Hall & Co. bhad their factory atl
Nashus, N. H., and for 30,000 disposed of their
interest in the manufactory of the Renewer Lo a
Mr. Gilles, who has been carrying on the buasi-
pess ever since. Some time ago it was found
that the same article was being manufactured
elsewhere, hence Mr. Manefield’s visit to Phila-
delphia. The office of the concern here was at
No. 434 North Third street, and the fro was
discovered to conslst of Messrs. Hall, Wercester
& Small. Detectives Lukens, Tryen, and Levy
were entrusted with the matter. Finding that
the party lived at Vineland, N. J , these gentle-
men, by some artlfice known to themselves, suc-
ceeded In getting the entire party in the city
this morning and took them Into custody., Yes-
terday a lot of the goods were shipped to Bt.
Johns und Halifax, The prisovers clalin that
they were not interfering with the patent-right,
as they were shipping the Renewer out of the
United States.

hub are above water, and are always accessible
in the same manner as side wheels. There are
a number of vovel features in the construction |
ol the propeller, which add greatly to its efli-
ciency, and its many superiorities over the old
spbmerged wheels have been amply demon-
strated by the experiments on Loard the Alio,
and there can scarcely be a doubt that it will |
eventually supersede them entirely.

“Master Humphres 's Cloch?”—Where this Title
Was Found—Mr. Dickens® Fortuae,

The following appears in the Loudon Daily
News, July 3:—

I% the Eiitor o the Daily News.—8Ir:—Io 1864, in
the course of a tour, | arrived at the town of Bar-
nard Castle, in the County of Darham, late on a
winter evening, and put up at the prineipal hotel, a
large, old-fashioned structare, fronting the principal
sircel, At breakfast the following morning I chanoced
to notice on the apposite side of the street a large
clock face, with the name Humphrey surrounding

it, most conspicuously exhibited in front of
A watch and clockmaker'’s shep. “How
odd!” 1 excialmed to a geutieman sested beslde

me, “here 18 Master Humphreys clock!” “OI
con' se,” sald the gentleman, “and don't you know
that Dickens resided here for some weeks when he
was collecting materiala for his ‘Nicholas Nickleby,'
and that he cehose his title for his next work by ob-
fers ing that big alovk face from this window?" Aftar
breakfust 1 stepped across to the watchmaker and
asked him whether T had been correctly informed
respecting Mr, Dickens and the clock, The worthy
horologist entered into particolars. “My clock,”
gald he, “suggested to Mr, Dikens the title of NWis
book of that name, 1 havea letter from him stating
this, and & copy of the work Inseribed with his own
hand., For some yesrs we corresponded. 1 got
Boquainted with him just by his coming across
from the hoteél a8 you have dons this mory-
ing, and his asking me to Inform him about the
ftale of the nelghboring boarding schoole™  Mr,
Humiphrey then entered into many particalars
respecling the comdition of these schools. Inci-
dentally, he sald, he had directed Mr. Dickens and
hisg friend “Phiz" to the school which the two travel-
lers afterward rendered Infamous by their pen and
rencil: but It was, he said, by no means the worst |
of those Institutions. The schoolmaster had heen
very successful in obtaining pupils, and had become
very tyrannical and even insolent to strangers.
He received Mr, Dickens and his companion
with extreme hautenr, and dld pot 8o much as
withdraw his eyes from the operation of pen-
making during their interview. Bat “'Phiz’
sketched him on his pail, and reproduced him 80
EXacily. that soon after the appearance of the novel
the school fell off, and was ultimately deserted,
Since that period the “Lo-the-Boys" description of
school had altogether ceased (n the district, Mr,
Humphrey explatned how Mr, Dickens' attention
had been « ullrl to the subject He much lauded Mr,
Dickens, and In tha' qoiet, genin] manner charater-
istic of an intelligent Kuglishman, 1 sincerely hope
he slil Lives to read these lines, 1 am, eto,
CoanLEs Roaenrs, LL.
